gifted child is able to do his 
work In a fraction of the time- 
It takes his classmates, and all 
too frequently, he- has nothing 
else to do. He may b« bored, 
which doesn't harm anyone, or 
his undirected energy may get 
him Into trouble. 


The ever-present danger Is 


that the student may fail to de- 
velop as far as possible his men- 
tal capacity. 
Such a waste is 


tragic, both for the Individual 
and society.*

Strang lists various plans now in 
operation to help the bright child 
make full use of his talents: 


On« of the most common metlv 


ods used to accommodate the high 
I. Q. pupil is skipping classes 
While he may be able to take on 
the higher-level work, the plan has 
the danger of causing social or 
emotional maladjustment when the 
pupil enters a class of older stu 
dents. 


Some student* will help solve 


their own problems by finding 
extra work to do. They'll read 
more ' or develop hobbies that 
take up the slack in their learn- 
ing process. 
While taking regular courses 


the gifted student may also take 
extra subjects to give him enough 
work to do. Some schools have 
plans whereby students in a regu 
lar class are divided into groups 
and the gifted students do worl 
on special projects or extra read 
ings in connection with their clas; 
work.

In some cases more ba*ic 


changes have been made. In one 
school talented pupils spend half 
the 
day 
with 
their regular 


classes for music, art and phy- 
sical education, but spend the 
other half in a special class to 
receive the basic elementary 
school subjects plus other pro- 
ject*. 
Another plan—in effect in larg 


metropolitan centers—is a specia 
school for the talented. The pu 
pils may go as far and as fast a 
they are able. 


We'll see more of this ahead. 


To paraphrase the author of the 
article: In a world where it is 
increasingly necessary forAmer 
icans to meet quantity with 
quality, our schools cannot say 
"March'* to the student* who, 
intellectually speaking, are able 
to fly.

He 
was 80 last May 2 and had retired from the bench in 1945, 


Roberts suffered a heart attack

Roberts held a decidedly unusual 
position and it was frequently his 
vote that decided a case between 
the evenly-divided viewpoints of his 
eight colleagues. 


Roberts' impouance was spot- 


lighted because the Supreme Court 
was called upon to deride the con- 
stitutionality of President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt's New Deal legisla- 
tion in 27 instance?. 


Switched Positions 


He voted against all except two 


of the 13 New Deal measures which 
the court passed upon prior to Oc- 
tober 1936, but during Roosevelt's 
second term aligned himself with 
the liberals 14 times. 


Roberts cast the deciding vote 


that ruled the Agriculture Adjust- 
ment 
Administration unconstitu- 


tional. And he also cast the de- 
ciding vote to uphold the consti- 
tutionality of the Wagner Labor 
Relations Act and the unemploy- 
ment compensation provisions of 
the Social Security Act. Liberals 
called him a conservative: con- 
servatives called him a. liberal. 


Named By Coolidge 


A Philadelphia lawyer, Roberts 


came into national prominence 
when he was named by President 
Calvin Coolidge in 1924 as one of 
the prosecutors of the Teapot Dome 
oil scandals. 


Since his retirement he had de- 


voted himself primarily to church 
work and other civic, political, 
educational and 
charitable act- 


ivities. He maintained connections 


a law office, but did not

ing improperly.

French complain.

a list but it is not clear whether 
they have officially delivered it. 
They are reported to aim both at 
American diplomats and military 
men attached to a training mis- 
sion. 


Dulles' view, officials said, is 


that he .will keep any American 
diplomat on the job who is faith- 
fully carrying out State Depart- 
ment policy, regardless of French 
objections. 


Dulles' attitude, it was said, re- 


flects the firm position he took 
generally on Indochina during last 
week's conferences in Paris with 
French Premier Edgar Faure. 


This week - long conference has

- vessels in the affected limb is char-

, mon in men than in women.

ALTHOUGH THE CAUSE is not 


definitely known, tobacco

•tion, ringworm, and a chemical 
T poison known as ergot, seem to

.ably because this sometimes con-

Igus. ergot. 
^ Victims of Buerger's disease are

jvcnt coagulation of the bloc-d and

'hulking machine. Surgery may be

Exposuie to cold, emotional up- 
sets, and lik" fac-tnrs vhirh bring 
on the svmptoms should be avoid- 
ed. Tobacco must be prohibited 
permanently. 


IX REPLY TO E.S., who asks 


whether it is possible for a patient 
with Raynaud's "disease to be cured 
by relaxing or resting as much as 
possible, it should be said that this 
will probably not be enough though 
the relaxation and resting should 
help together with other forms of 
treatment. 


Although several good treatments 


are available there is none as yet 
which can be considered a sure 
cure. In Raynaud's disease, sur- 
gery can be useful, although am- 
putation is rarely necessary. Mor« 
often surgery is aimed at the sym- 
pathetic nervous system with the 
purpose of relaxing ;he spasms in 
Us* blood vessels. This operation is 
known «i A »ympathcctomy.

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—Public Health Service clearance of the 


Salk polio vaccine will leave everything just about as it was a couple 
of weeks ago—but only after a terrible hulabaloo. 


The question many medical authorities are now asking privately 


is whether all this excitement could not have been avoided by exercis- 
ing the precautions normally used before any new drug or treatment 
is approved. 


So far only one organization—Council of the California State Medi- 


cal Assn —has dared criticize the lack of scientific discussion before 
the polio vaccine was released. 


The careful, step-by-step scientific papers were not released to 


the great body of Amencan virus experts for checking. There was 
considerable secrecv in its deveiooment. It culminated in the ballv- 
hooed announcement April 12 when everybody climbed on the band- 
wagon of approval, including the usually slow-moving Amencan Med- 
ical Assn. itself. 


AMA in its 1954 convention had criticized "voluntary health or- 


ganizations" for not consulting state and county medical societies be- 
fore planning national tests of new drtigs and-methods 


IT IS NOW being pointed out tfcat fewer than 1? months have 


elapsed since Dr. Jonas Salk announced that polio vaccine could be 
tested through mass inoculation of children. 


This announcement was made after only four yeais of zesearch 


on a National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis grant to University 
of Pittsburgh Virus Laboratory. 


The first children were inoculated in Pittsbuigh. Februaiy. 1954 


A month later Doctor Salk announced that the vaccine might give 
lifetime immunity to children 


Dr. Albert B Sabin of Cincinnati said it had not been chemically 


tested Ions: enough to make sure that it was safe. 


Nevertheless, that summer tests were made on 1.^00 000 children 


in 44 states. 
Only a month has elapsed since University of Michigan 


Evaluation Center announced these tests were SO to 90 per cent ef- 
fective, and mass inoculation was begun 


By contrast, medical authorities point out that penicillin was kept 


under careful control all during the war before it was made generally 
available. And 60 \ears were required to perfect diphtheria antitoxins 
sate enough for tne first national immunization drive in Great Britain 
1940-42. 


It is admitted that laboratory techniques today are far more ef- 


ficient than in the previous half-century. 


ALSO THKOtGH ORGANIZATIONS like the March of Dimes, 


more funds are available for public education campaigns and con- 
centrated research attacks against specific diseases. 


In spite of these factors, the chronology of the war against diph- 


theria is cited for contrast to the humed-up development of the polio 
vaccine. 


The diphtheria bacillus was first identified by the German scien- 


tist Klebs in 1883. 


By contrast, scientists today don't know what causes infantile 


paralysis, or poliomyelitis. They don't know how it is transmitted. 
They have identified three main types of the disease and they know 
it is more prevalent in summer. 


Part of today's confusion is caused by attibutuig to medical scien- 


tists more knowledge of the disease than they have. 


The first diphtheria antitoxin was discovered in 1890—seven years 


after the bacillus was identified. One woman patient in Berlin was 
treated with this antitoxin the next year. 
She recovered 


Dr. William H. Parks of the New York City Health Dept, devel- 


oped methods for large-scale production of the diphtheria antitoxin in 
1893 


DR. ABRAHAM JACOBI used this serum to treat the disease in 


New York slums, where it was rampant and often accompanied by 
scarlet fever. Jacobi fought the frequent epidemics against the threat 
of physical violence to himsei. The treatment didn t always work 
This was ten years a after discovery 


It was another five years before methods for making a non-toxic 


injection were discovered. It was 1904 before horses were successfully 
immunized against diphtheria in Vienna. 


And another five years went by before it was first suggested that 


diphtheria antitoxin be used to immunize children 


Many improvements were made in the serum over the next 20 


years,_ and methods were perfected for its purification. 
But even 


today diphtheria serum is regarded as only 90 per cent effective 


By contrast, the Salk polio vaccine is rated only 60 to 90 per cent 


effective 
Doctor Salk himself has said that it can be impioved. To 


expect perfect results so soon is too much. 


Says Dr. Leonard Scheele, Surgeon Glneral of the U. S. Public 


Health Service: 
"The government will not sacrifice safety to gain 


mass inoculation."

Auxiliary of St. 
Luke's Has Talk 
By Rev. M. Lucas 


"Theological seminaries have a 


great work to do in training men, 
and a serious shortage of clergy- 
men results when there are new 
parishes born faster than men are 
ordained to man them. It is up to 
us, the people of the church, to 
take care of this situation!" was 
the statement of th« Rev. Mark 
Lucas, near of St. Ann's church, 
at Morrison, when he addressed 
the women's auxiliary of St. Luke's 
Episcopal church in Dixon Friday 
evening at the Guild Hall. 


"Isolated missions and larger 


churches throughout the world also 
need men." he said, "though their 
financial situation will not permit 
them 10 compete with the larger 
parishes. The latter also have 
trouble in procuring a s s i s t a n t 
priests and curates " 


"An encouraging n u m b e r of 


young men in the armed forces 
came home with a new goal— 
priesthood," the speaker continued. 
He went on to explain that about 
one-third of these already were 
married, many of»them with work- 
ing wi\es, as well as families. 
They have changed the semmaiy 
picture completely, as now they 
need more library space, class- 
rooms and housing facilities. 


"\Vnen churchmen become fully 


awaie of the needs of the church 
and its building program, they will 
not hesitate to give toward the ex- 
pansion of our church." he said 


The speaker told of the 


overseas and in Japan, and the 
budgets needed to operate 
the 


churches there. 


The Rev. Lucas told of the many 


needs of the church in making im- 
provements, repairs and taking 
care of expansion. Church mem- 
bres are investing liberally in what 
the church has been asking for. 
The Rev. Lucas' talk dealt with 
the financial needs of tne church 
in its world-wide work.

Wants Reimbursement 


Sprague, chief sponsor of the 


resolution which c r e a t e d the 
investigating group, also showed by 
his questions that he favors: 


1. Reimbursement to the state 


out of bond sale proceeds the 
S436.000 appropriated by the Gen- 
eral Assembly to put the turnpike 
agency in business. 


2. A requirement 
for public 


hearings by the commission. 


3. Changes in the law that would 


make the commission buy and pay 
for independent advice on bond 
matters from recognized experts. 


Thus far, the commissioners tes- 


tified, they have relied for finan- 
cial advice on Glore, Forgan and 
Co. and Halsey Stuart. Chicago 
investment firms designated by 
the commission more than a year 
ago as co-managers to form a syn- 
dicate for marketing toll road 
bonds. 


"The seller is in an Impossible 


position to take financial advice 
from the buyer," Bairstow re- 
marked. "The interest of the buy- 
er and seller is antagonistic. It's 
wrong for somebody to try to 
unite them in one." 


Taylor defended the arrange- 


ment under which the bond houses 
must be recompensed for their 
services out of bond sale profits, 
as well as other "contingent fee" 
agreements the commission has 
made with engineers, attorneys, 
real estate experts and traffic 
consultants. 


Taylor said this was "common 


practice" with turnpike authorities 
in other states. Bairstow question- 


ed whether it was "contrary to 
public policy."

Howeil said literature was sent

Ike's Plan Provides 
Large Military Pool 


WASHINGTON (* —The House 
oday appeared ready to approve 
President Eisenhower's 
program 


designed to bring a fourfold in- 
crease in the nation's trained mili- 
tary reserve in 1960. 


It scheduled debate starting to- 


day on a bill to carry out the pro- 
gram, which the President has de- 
scribed as a Key part of his ovei- 
all plan to cut back the active mili- 
tary forces while placing increased 
reliance on air striking power and 
a ready pool of trained reserves. 


Predict* Passage 


Chairman Vinson (D-Ga) of the 


House Armed Services Committee 
has predicted passage without con- 
certed opposition, although some 
attempts to revise the bill weie 
anticipated. The Senate has not 
acted. 


One feature of the bill would au- 


thorize a new six months' training 
program for a limited number of 
youths willing to accept long-term 
reserve duty. Some House mem- 
bers have denounced this plan as 
an entering wedge for universal 
military training, at which Con- 
gress has balked in the past, but 
Vinson contends "this is not a 
UMT plan and does not open the 
way for it." 


The over-ail aim of the piogiam 


is to create a trained reserve force 
of 2,900,000 men in five years—a 
goal which would add an estimated 
billion dollars a year to the present 
700-million-dollar annual budget for 
reserve activities.

She asked voluntary chan- 
neling among state governments 
and doctors, with the government 
putting up 28 million dollars to buy 
vaccine for those who couldn't af- 
ford it. 


On April 12 her department said 


that by Aug. 1 every child in the 
nation between 1 and 9 would be 
inoculated against polio. Monday 
Mrs. Hobby's special aide, Dr. 
Chester Keefer said the foundation 
has ordered 18 million cubic centi- 
meters of vaccine for those first 
and second-graders and so far has 
received a. little over seven million. 
That means 
the manufacturers 


still have to supply it with 11 mil- 
lion cubic centimeters. 


Keefer said it may be mid - 


August 
before the foundation's 


order is filled. This means those 
above and below the first and 
second grades won't get shots be- 
fore then.

geon general of the U. S. Public 
Health Service, part of Mrs. Hob- 
by's department, said he doesn't 
think the manufactureis can go 


into laipe-scale production befor* 
next fall or winter. 


So. he said, he couldn't predict 


what the supply will be at th« 
peak of the polio season, which 
comes between mid - August and 
mid-September.

She 
lives in a $10,000 trailer, has a 
nice collection of diamonds and 
owns enough mink furs to suffocate 
a buffalo. 


Depending on the breaks she 


gets, Evelyn maintains a staff 
ranging from 6 to 60 men. Right 
now she operates 10 concessions— 
"games of skill and chance"— 
during summer months at Rocka- 
ways' Playland, an amusemenl 
park. The rest of the year she and 
her husband, Harry, a former pro- 
fessional hockey player, spend on 
the road with her carnival crew. 


Evelyn was born in the circus, a
